CRISIS IN SAMOA 


Divides Attention With the 


Philippine Campaign. 


ALL PAKTIES SEEM CONCILIATORY. 


Wa»hlne«<"> OfliciHls at the Opinion That 


the Matter In UUpule Will Be Ad- 
justed AmlcAbly la the Near Future. 
Adlillolstration Sustaim Admiral liautz. 
but Kegretn the Oulireak. 
Washington, March 31.—At the for- 


eign embassies, where the Samoan 
crisis has been a subject of considera- 
tion of late, considerable, anxiety was 
shown lest the affair should assume a 
grave international aspect 


Sir Julian Pauncefote, the British 


ambassador, went to the state depart- 
ment and conferred with Secretary 
Hay. There, is no doubt that the 
serious developments in Samoa were 
discussed. Both nations are acting in 
complete accord, not only as to the 
general solution of the Samoan prob- 
lem, but in particular with reference 
to the force exerted by the British 
and 'American naval commanders. 


As to the German attitude, it is 


stated positively in a quarter thor- 
oughly familiar with German official 
sentiment, that -the outbreak now re- 
ported can under no circumstances he 
construed as ah overt act against Ger- 
many, nor as a casus belli. This is 
from such a source that it largely re- 
moves the possibility of international 
complications. 


As an evidence of the conciliatory 


sentiment of the German government, 
it was said that the note delivered to 
the state department last week urged 
in behalf pf the German government 
that the goort 
relations existing be- 


tween two -uch nations as the United 
States and Germany would not he in- 
terrupted by a matter of such compar- 
ative unimportance as an -official dis- 
pute in Samoa. 


The state department has not yet re- 


ceived official advices. The demon- 
stration is regretted, but the opinion ia 
expressed that Admiral Kautz acted on 
what was his best judgment and in- 
formation. The state department ac- 
knowledges that no permanent agree- 
ment can be reached under the treaty 
in which all three powers do not agree, 
and the hope is that some settlement 
of the difficulty may be brought about 
when it becomes apparent that the 
present conditions cannot exist indefin- 
itely. 
There is no doybt, with the 


fact,s now at hand, that Admiral Kautz 
will be sustained by the United States 
government

ago Sargeant of Police William Hasler 
returned to the county prosecuting at- 
torney a revolver found by him on last 
Oct 10, three days after the murder 
of George D. Saxton, of which Mrs. 
George stands accused. He had kept 
.the pistol concealed in. bis possession 
several months. He was subsequently 
discharged from the force by Mayor 
Rice, who is also chief of police and 
a practicing attorney. 
Haaley now 


makes an official statement of his con- 
duct in the matter. He says that on 
Oct 10 Mayor Rice directed him where 
to find the pistol near the Henry house. 
He went as directed and found it and 
took it home, but the next day he de- 
nied to Rice that he had found it 


Hasler says as he was worried he 


took advice of counsel, who advised 
him to turn the pistol over to the at- 
torneys of Mrs. George's defense. 
At 


that time Mayor Rice 'was one of the 
attorneys for her defence, but he re- 
cently withdrew from It, Mayor Rice 
denies that he directed Hasler -where 
to find the pistol or anything of the 
kind and that he knew nothing of the 
matter. Hasler, on the contrary, says 
that after his disoharge, Mayor Rice 
came to him and asked him if he knew 
about the revolver.

Manilla, March 31.— 7:35 a. m.— The 


United States troops rested during the 
night in the jungle, about a mile and 
a quarter from Malolos. Tne day's ad- 
vance covered a distance of about two 
and a half miles beyond the Guiguin 
to river, along the railroad. .The brunt 
of the battle was on the right of the 
track, where the enemy was appar- 
ently concentrated. 


The First Nebraska, First South Da- 


kota and Tenth 'Pennsylvania regi- 
ments encountered them entrenched oil 
the border of the woods and the Amer- 
icans, advancing across the open, suf- 
fered a terrific fire for half an hour. 
Four men of the Nebraska 'were killed 
and 30 were wounded. Several (men of 
the Dakota regiment were wounded, 
and one of the Pennaylvanians killed. 


The Americans finally drove the Fil- 


ipinos back. Although there were three 
lines of strong entrenchments along 
the track, the enemy made scarcely 
any defense there. General MacArthur 
and his staff were walking on the track 
abreast of the 
line, with everything 


quiet, when suddenly, they received a 
shower of bullets from sharpshooters 
In trees and on housetops, but these 
were speedily dislodged. 


The enemy's loss was apparently 


small, the jungle affording them such 
protection that the Americans were 
unable to see them and in firing were 
guided only by the sound of the Fill- 
pjno's shots. The American artillery 
was handicapped for the same reason
